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Censorship flare-up over a ‘modest’ change 


The flare-up over censorship of provin- 
cially funded artists has settled down 
slightly as the culture minister and the 
director of the Alberta Foundation for 
the Arts insist all that’s involved is a 
minor administrative change. 

After the change, art galleries will 
be able to receive operational grants 
from AFA, but no money for program- 
ming. That way, no matter how 
offensive the programming, AFA will 
not be responsible for it. 

Clive Padfield, executive director 
of AFA, said the amount of money 
available to art galleries would remain 
the same, but it would be granted for 
different purposes. Grants to theatres 
are already given on the basis of oper- 
ations only. 

Gary Mar, the minister responsible 
for culture, said it is a “modest change”

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When is a volunteer not seeking work? 


An unemployed Edmonton woman re- 
cently found herself in a heated conflict 
with Employment and Immigration Cana- 
da when the department determined that 
volunteer work was hampering her job 
search activities. 

Jacqueline Lamb lost her job last year. 
Like other Ul recipients, Lamb is expect- 
ed to be engaging in an active job hunt and 
to be available for employment at all 
times. The conflict arose when UIC learned 
of her extensive volunteer involvement 
with local arts organizations, and, accord- 
ing to Lamb, informed her that if her 
volunteer hours exceeded eight hours 
per week, she could expect to lose a day 
in benefits from her monthly $540 UI 
benefits. 

Lamb, who holds a marketing diploma 
from NAIT, says volunteering “really is a 
major part of my job search...marketing in 
the arts is my ultimate goal and how 
better to do it than to get in there by 
volunteering,” says Lamb. 

Brandy Gordey, a partner in the Exec- 
utrade Employment agency, explains that 
they encourage clients to become in- 
volved in volunteering for a number of 
reasons, including skill building and net- 
working. “Morale is very important when 
you're looking for work,” she explains, “if 
it’s low, employers can pick that up in the 
interview.” 

Employment and Immigration Canada 
agrees that volunteering can be a valuable 
tool for people trying to find work. Ed 
Solleveld, a claimant services officer with 
the department explains that “We in fact 
encourage clients to volunteer. You meet 
new people, you may learn new skills and 
you may hear aboutjob leads you wouldn’t 
otherwise find out about.” 

He points out that each case is exam- 
ined individually, as there is no definitive 
policy on volunteering while on UIC. 
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“When it becomes a way of life, and 
people are volunteering 40 hours per 
week, then that would definitely impac: 
on people’s ability to find work and we 
would likely have a problem with it,” he 


explains. 


At this point, Jacqueline Lamb’s per. 
sonal case with UIC seems to have been 
resolved. Two weeks after her case wa; 
mentioned in the local media, she says she 
received a call from UIC informing her 
that she could resume her volunteer work.

A Canadian’s experience of South Africa’s election

cy hat we learned very quickly 

was flexibility,” said Marlea 

Clarke, a political scientist who, un- 

der the auspices of OXFAM, was one 

of the Canadian election monitors 
in South Africa for the country’s first 
all-race election. 

She reports mixed feelings 
about her experiences as she re- 
lates them on a _ current 
cross-Canada speaking tour. On 
one side was the feeling of privi- 
lege at seeing Apartheid in its final 
chapter; the singing, jubilation 
and tears of voters who came by 
foot, wheelbarrow, or however 
they could manage to mark their 
ballots. On the other is dismay at 
the racism still present in the 
country, occasional duplicity in 
the election process, and the vio- 

lence which even the present 
optimism has not erased. 

Clark went to South Africa pre- 
pared only to serve as an impartial 
monitor of the election, to watch 
for irregularities in the polls and 
to monitor campaigning, access 
to the media, and other factors 
which would determine the fair- 
ness of election. Certainly it was 
not in her plans or anyone else’s 
to be a volunteer peacekeeper in 
Southern Natal, one of the most 
violent and politically contentious 

regions of the country. 

OXFAM chose not to take the 
easy path. Instead of letting them 
languish in a Cape Town hotel, 
its monitors were sent to the 
Natal province, where political 
violence threatened the entire 
election process. “s 

The KwaZulu homeland, which 
resided within Natal (the home- 
lands . passed along with 
Apartheid) has seen over a dec- 
ade of violence, mainly due to 
what is now called the Inkatha 
Freedom Party (IFP). Inkatha was 
formed in 1975 as a cultural or- 
ganization with political 
overtones, led by Homeland Chief 
Minister Mangosuthu Buthelezi, 
who still serves as party leader. 

When Clarke and associates first 


vehicle, walkie-talkies, bullet- 
proof vests and jackets identifying 
them with NIM, whose reputation 
of political neutrality was their 
most reliable protection. They 
were instructed to investigate 
murders and other disturbances; 
to move into violent situations 
and attempt to diffuse them. After 
a crash course in NIM’s para-mil- 
itary procedure and one 
supervised patrol, they were on 
their own, with no weapons or 
knowledge of the Zulu language. 


suddenly filled with youngsters 
playing soccer. People formerly 
nervous about beginning a con- 
versation were out chanting 
“Peace in our Land” slogans and 
flashing peace signs. 

With the crisis in Southern Na- 
tal past, the election monitors 
were allowed to resume their in- 
tended role. Again, however, 
flexibility was the cardinal virtue.

For the most part the pres- 
ence of the monitors was 
enough. Clarke's status as a 
white foreigner was a help - 
some local peace monitors were 
killed. Aside from one volatile, 
“hit-the-dirt” sort of situation, 
the presence of the peace mon- 
itors was appreciated in the 
communities they visited. “Most 
people are tired of the violence,” 
says Clarke. Although, she adds, 
“I went to more funerals than [ 
ever want to go to in my life.” 

For the opening seminar of the 
recent Africa Awareness Week, 
Clarke and her partner Sheleen 
showed slides of pictures taken 
during their tour: 

Panoramic images of the gor- 
geous countryside of Southern 
Natal. “I believe that South Africa 
is the most beautiful country in 
the world. It is a shame there’s 
been so much bloodshed.” 

* Houses without doors and 
windows, a common sight in Port 
Shepstone. 

* The rubble of a school that 
was burned to the ground, either 
by IFP youth or former ANC youth 
gangs. 

* The immolated house of a

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knowledge of the Zulu language. 
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found herself making runs for bal- 
lot boxes, paper, stickers, etc., 
for ill-equipped polling stations; 
assisting illiterate voters; turning 
on their high-beams and holding 
flashlights at rural stations when 
the voting ran late. One very hot 
afternoon they found themselves 
hauling benches into the shade 
for the elderly and handicapped, 
while the elections officer was still 
three hours away. 

Illiteracy was one of the diffi- 
culties of the election. The ballots, 
in addition to the party names, 
included a large, full-color party 
logo, and a picture of the candi- 
date'’s face. There was much 
latitude given as to what was con- 
sidered a good ballot: a ballot 
was good ifthe voter made a mark 
on the party logo or on the candi- 
date’s face. 

Overall, Clarke’s assessment of 
the proceedings is heartening. 
“It's amazing, considering this 
country’s history, that the elec- 
tion happened at all.” The 
atmosphere at the polling stations 
was intensely joyful. People, 
queued in the thousands, were 
singing and chanting as they wait- 
ed; huge rallies went on un 
harassed by police; voters left the 
polling stations in tears; every- 
where around the polls whispers 
of “Mandela” could be heard. 

The ANC came out with a 67- 
percent majority. The National 
Party took 20.4 percent of the vote 
— guaranteeing it the minimum 
20 percent necessary to make de 
Klerk one of the parliament’s two 
deputy presidents (the other be- 
ing ANC). Not surprisingly, the 
IFP came out with a 53 percent 
majority in Natal, and three cabi- 
net ministers (to accompany the 
six National Party ministers and

Job prospects 


Opportunities open for secretaries

orinne Renaud-Gagnier 

knows the value of a good 
education. As one of the mass of 
layoff victims of the ‘90s, going 
back to school spelled the differ- 
ence between unemployment and 
success. After 10 years of working 
her way up from switchboard op- 
erator to executive secretary at 
Labatt Alberta Brewery, Renaud- 
Gagnier was told ofthe company's 
economic troubles and offered the 
compensatory golden handshake. 

“When the carpet was pulled 
out from under my feet, it was a 
real shock,” says Renaud-Gagnier. 
Going back to school was the log- 
ical thing to do for someone who 
had taken years of night school 
and endless courses during her 
time at Labatt’s. 

She enroled in an 11-month 
crash course as a legal assistant at 
the Career College and relentless- 
ly pursued her studies. Graduating 
with a 90 percent average and top 
honors in her class, Renaud-Gag- 
nier soon found law firms vying 
for her employ. Hard work and 
determination paid off when she 
landed a job as legal assistant for 
one of the senior partners at Dun- 
can & Craig. 

“It's an employer's market these 
days, so you have to have all those 
extra courses and computer train- 
ing as well as the knowledge to 
back it up,” she says. 

Renaud-Gagnier's accomplish- 
ment is a model of opportunity 
that exists right now for secretar- 
ies hoping to climb the corporate 
ladder, according to Amelia 
Barclay, president of the Montana- 
based Professional Secretaries 
International. “Downsizing and 
technology have created these 
enormous opportunities for sec- 
retaries to become part of the 
management team,” says Barclay, 
who promotes education and ca- 
reer advancement for secretaries. 








Barclay was one of the main 
speakers at a video-conference 
broadcast in Edmonton recently. 
She says secretaries have become 
an essential and integral part of 
the business environment because 
of their computer knowledge, of- 
fice skills and general diversity. 
Where most people are just begin- 
ning to familiarize themselves with 
basic computer skills, secretaries 
are updating and expanding their 
existing knowledge of word 
processing, spreadsheets, graph- 
ics packages and desktop 
publishing. 

It is estimated that more than 95 
percent of Canada’s 400,000 secre- 
taries use computers, up 25 per 
cent from 1987. “Because we were 
the first ones to use this equip- 
ment and have already proven our 
proficiency, we feel valuable, espe- 
cially with coming of the 
‘superhighway’,” says Barclay. 

Ironically, downsizing has also 
had a positive impact on the ad- 
vancement of the profession, adds 
Barclay. The thinning of middle 
management is creating opportu- 
nities for secretaries to step into 
roles as office managers, person- 
nel and human relations officers 
and generalists, who can perform 
a variety of office duties. 

Curriculum at the colleges and 
secretarial schools has changed to 
reflect the growing importance of 
a well-rounded education. Where- 
as 10 years ago, the emphasis was 
on typing, basic word processing 
and telephone etiquette, today’s 
students are taking public relations, 
conflict resolution, organizational 
behaviour and managementcours- 
es in addition to advanced 
computer training. 

“Technological skills are a giv- 

n,” says Dini Corbett-Lourenco, 
program director at the Northern 
Alberta Institute of Technology. 

“Industry demands are so great 
secretaries need to have that flex- 
ibility and a solid background,” 





says Corbett-Lourenco. With more 
college and universities graduates 
taking positions in the adminis- 
trative field, secretaries by 
necessity have to build on their 
education in order to maintain a 
competitive edge. Lourenco says 
a program geared towards univer- 
sity and college graduates is 
currently in the works. This con- 
densed program will steer away 
from academics, instead taking a 
blitzkrieg approach to administra- 
tive and office management skills. 

“The secretarial profession has 
come full circle,” says Corbett- 
Lourenco, who graduated with a 
bachelor’s degree in secretarial 
arts 22 years ago. The demand 
seems to be returning for people 
with liberal arts background, sup- 
ported by the technological skills 
of the "90s. 

The changing role of the secre- 
tary has brought with it new 
respect, greater responsibility and 
opportunity, but not all members 
of the profession are reaping the 
rewards. Downsizing and tech- 
nology have also left many 
typists, filing clerks and entry- 
level secretaries scrambling for 
employment. “Technology has 
been a positive force, but it has 
made redundant a lot of the jobs 
and work that secretaries used to 
perform for their bosses,” says 
Hilary Predy, branch manager for 
ADIA Canada Ltd., an agency that 
places secretaries. 

Predy says 99 percent of ADIA's 
secretarial workforce is required 
by the clients to have some sort of 
computer skills. Those without 
any experience have aslim chance 
of finding any work. An increasing 
number of clients are requesting 
university graduates for assign- 
ments and projects. 

Although this makes up only 
10 to 15 percent of the requests, 
the qualifications for temporar- 
ies are definitely getting tougher, 
says Predy. 


Junior high arts 


Vic Comp plans something new for middle grades

ictoria Composite High is 

finalizing plans to launch Ed- 
monton’s first junior high school 
for the arts this fall. Vic Comp, 
once considered to be a tough, 
inner-city school, has transformed 
itself over the last nine years into 
one of Canada’s four premier arts- 
focused high schools. 

But can the expansion of such a 
program really be justified at a 
time when the province feels com- 
pelled to cut kindergarten in half? 

“Absolutely,” says school prin- 
cipal Bob Maskell.

But the 
y | waiter at the Hotel Macdonald has never 
a | heard of an iced espresso. For that matter, 


he’s probably never heard of Victoria Starr, 

the author of a new, unauthorized biogra- 

phy on singer k.d. lang. 

The waiter is insistent. Is Starr certain it’s 
an iced espresso she wants? However, it’s a 
simple drink and Starr won't be swayed. 
Finally, the waiter moves off to fill the order, 
trying not to look like he thinks the drink — 
and Starr — are from Mars. 

; Starr, in fact, is from New York City. She 
looks like she has a bad, or at least a big 
city, attitude. She’s wearing jeans, a sleeve- 

r less denim vest, and carries a black leather 

jacket. Her short blond hair is spiked, her 

nose pierced. 

Yet she turns out to be friendly, if a bit 

_ nervous. Starr talks uneasily for a couple 
_ of minutes about her interest in pop cul- 
' ture and its effects on society and vice-versa. 
' Then she starts to warm up to her subject. 

Kathy Dawn Lang, better known by her 

t diminutive initials — k.d. — is pretty mucha 
_ household name in Edmonton. Everyone 

j knows of her transformation from a geeky 
kid growing up in Consort, Alberta, into an 
energetic cow-punk singer whose rise to 
fame seemed speedy and assured. 

Many of us spent our weekends in the 
now long-gone Shadows Lounge, watching 
lang and the original Reclines kick butt. 

| Everyone joked about lang’s assertion that 
she was the reincarnation of singer Patsy 
Cline. We all waved goodbye and wished 
her well as she left for Toronto and points 
beyond. 

The subsequent stories are many: her hard 

Bwrork to gain acceptance in Nashville; her 
triumphant recording session with country 
music legends Loretta Lynn, Kitty Wells and 
Brenda Lee; her beef with Alberta beef; and, 
of course, her coming out as a lesbian. 

Each episode on its own made a good 
anecdote; taken together, the story practi- 
cally begged to be written. It proved to be 
irresistible for Starr. She took on the chal- 
lenge of writing a biography of 32-year-old 

lang. 

But writing k.d. lang: All You Get is Me 
also had a more intimate meaning for Starr. 
“I'm a lesbian,” says Starr, “So on a personal 
level, I find what k.d. did [coming out] and 
the courage it took for her to do that to be 
incredibly inspirational.” 

Starr, 32, maintains that lang is the most 
“well-known out lesbian in the world.” 

Is that important? Starr says it is. She be- 
lieves that in Canada it wasn’t any great. 
secret that lang was gay and that many Cana- 
dians seem blase about that fact how. 
But, she adds: “We tend 1 
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and career. “I think living in New York, 
maybe somebody forgot to tell me you 
weren't supposed to come out when you're 
gay,” she laughs. 

She says coming out was easy for her. “I 
fell in love with a woman and showed up at 
work and told everyone I had a new girl- 
friend. It never occurred to me that I 
shouldn't tell people this.” 

In fact, Starr credits being gay with 
helping her career. “I think if I had not 
been gay I might not have had the oppor- 
tunity to break into gay alternative radio 
and the gay press.” 

Having said that, Starr says that she’s 
ready to move beyond that and hopes 
that her writing of the last couple of 
years shows that she’s a journalist and 
not just a “gay journalist.” 

In fact, she’s currently finishing up a 
piece for the fashion magazine Elle. The 
article is about women without men in their 
lives who are having babies. It’s tentatively 
titled Searching for Sperm, she says. 

Starr points out that her own background 
is similar to lang’s. Born in Ohio and raised 
outside of the rubber factory town of Akron, 
Starr graduated with a history degree from 
Ohio State University in 1984. 

“I got my degree, left town, got the hell 
out, went to Europe for a year and then 
landed in New York,” says Starr. 

She found it tough to make friends in New 
York, so she decided to getinvolved in some- 
thing — “not the bowling league” — so she 
could meet people. Starr volunteered for 
WBI, a public radio station and never looked 
back. 

She's worked for the station since 1986, 
helping produce the news and hosting a 
show on women and pop music called Ghost 
in the Machine. She worked for a while as 
music and features editor for Outweek and, 
when it folded, began freelancing for the 
Village Voice and Billboard, among others. 

She began working on the lang biography 
in 1992 whenaliterary agentshe knew asked 
for some book ideas. The book, says Starr, 
seemed to come as a natural outgrowth of 
the things she’d been writing about already. 

In the course of researching the book, 
Starr never spoke with lang, who reportedly 
felt she was too young to be the subject of a 
biography. Starr estimates she did interview 
60-70 people, including lang’s father. 

Of lang’s dad, Starr says: “I felt here's 
something, maybe even more than the sexu- 
al orientation, that had a profound influence 
on her life. Her father walked out on her 
when she was 12 years old.” 

What did Starr think of Consort, Alber- 
ta? “Rural North America is not something 
new to me. I will admit that r took my 
nose ring out.” 

Starr says she didn’t know much about 
Canada before she began the book. “I had 
the impression,” she says, “that Alberta is to 
Canada what Texas is to the U.S. Big. But 
also redneck.”

Walking through his large, 
hangar-like studio in the city’s 
industrial south-side, the sculp- 
tor recently described the 
changes in his work: “Previously 
my sculpture had been sort of 
stiff and hieratic. I felt I wanted 
to expand my range and be able 
to deal with modalities of feeling 
that I hadn’t been able to deal 
with before. I think that the hor- 
izontal form is very interesting 
because in one sense it’s inher- 
ently more abstract than the 
vertical form. I mean, when you 
work vertically, even though the 
parts may not relate to figure 
parts, you can’t help but suggest 
a sort of anthropomorphic feel- 
ing or some kind of lurking 
imagery. But with the horizontal 
you can deal with things like se- 
quence or episodic structures. 
And also with some things that 
are probably more akin to mu- 
sic, as in an unfolding stream.”

cal format completely, however.

Haley laughs at charter airlines

F  Yucssjig e, intrigue and romance 
are the hallmarks of Susan Haley’s 
latest novel. Yes, Haley writes love sto- 
ries, but of a superior quality. How to 
Start a Charter Airline is one of those. It 
is a gentle, uncommon novel of a sort 
not written much any more. 

The story revolves around Helen, a 
woman living in an isolated northern 
community. Estranged from her hus- 
band, Helen falls in love with Max, the 
village pilot. 

The novel follows them as they be- 
come caught up with each other, the 
community in which they live, and the 
idea of starting a charter airline. 

In conversation in Edmonton a cou- 
ple of weeks ago, Haley insisted the 
book is fiction. However, she did con- 
cede that the information in the book 
came out of her own experience of 
running a charter airline in Fort Nor- 
man, Northwest Territories. 

But generally, said Haley, she doesn’t 
do any research for her novels. “I usu- 
ally just start with a sort of a mess and 
begin working out the elements.” That 
statement could almost hold true for 
Haley’s life, but for the fact that she 
began from a rather ordered existence 
and worked out the rest from there. 

Haley, 45, was born in Wolfville, 
N.S., the daughter of a mathematician 
who taught at Acadia University and a 
“stay-at-home mom.” Haley described 
growing up in Wolfville as safe and 
traditional. 

When she was a child, Haley wanted 
to have adventures almost as much as 
she wished to become.an academic. 
Adventures lost out. She went to study 
philosophy at Dalhousie University in 
Halifax, graduating in 1969. 

She pursued her studies in Edmon- 
ton at the University of Alberta, writing 
a Ph.D thesis on Plato’s theory of truth. 
Several years of teaching at universities 
in Calgary and Saskatoon followed. 

“| love Saskatoon,” declared Haley. 
“If times had been different | might 
have ended up there.” Instead, Haley 
quit teaching. “! abandoned academic 
life because it abandoned me,” she 
said. By 1980, jobs were few and far 





between in the schools. 

So Haley followed her friend Martin 
Heartwell north. He had been flying a 
small airplane out of Norman Wells 
since 1976 and Haley had been spend- 
ing her summers there. The move wasn't 
all that hard to make. 

She was 31 and started work on her 
first novel, A Nest of Singing Birds, a 
romance set amidst a backdrop of bick- 
ering academics. It came out to good 
reviews in 1985. The next year Haley 
published Getting Married in Buffalo 
Jump, another love story. Like the nov- 
el before it, it gained positive reviews. 

Both books were made into CBC 
films. She said she didn’t like the films, 
but “I’m not going to bellyache about 
that. | knew | wasn’t going to have any 
input.” 

In between, she wrote interventions 
on behalf of Fort Norman against vari- 
ous oil pipeline proposals and she even 
acted as the hamlet's mayor for a time. 
Haley also helped Heartwell run Ursus 


| Aviation, the charter airline. 


“Martin was already flying there, so 
we decided to really go for it and start 
an airline,” recalled Haley. “As in the 
novel, there are a really arcane set of 
regulations governing it. You have to 
find your way through that. 

“All the time | was doing that, | kept 
thinking there ought to be a book about 
this.” 

Haley said that although she’s pub- 
lished three love stories, she’s “not 
committed to the genre. This is all I’ve 
got published so far.” She's finished 
other work since How to Start a Charter 
Airline, including a play and another 
novel called Blame it on the Spruce 
Budworm. 

“\‘m not a profound writer,” said 
Haley. “I just write comic novels.” 
And How to Start a Charter Airline is 
one of the better comic novels of this 
year. It’s sort of a literary North of 60. 

These days, however, Haley calls 
Porcupine Brook, N.S., home. She and 
Martin bailed out of the airline busi- 
ness in 1992. Haley said she is 
concentrating now on raising her two 
children. “I do like writing, but | see | 
have something more important to do 
than that.” 


Seductive tale 


Erik’s daughter in search of Vinland

I" the first few pages of her new 
novel, Eriksdottir, Joan Clark pro- 
vides a detailed description of 
Greenland nearly 1,000 years ago.

Continued from previous page 
before,” she said. 

Clark undertook years of re- 
search before even beginning the 
writing. This entailed trips to Green- 
land, Iceland and Scandinavia to 
examine documents. “I like to try 
to get things right,” she explains. “I 
would be very uncomfortable try- 
ing to write something if | couldn’t 
go through everything there was to 
know about it.” What she discov- 
ered were sagas that alternately 
painted Freydis as either a cold- 
blooded murderer or a heroic 
adventurer. Clark believes the 
truth falls somewhere in between. 


In the novel, Freydis is portrayed | 


as courageous, though imperfect. 
It is her determination that gets the 
expedition of Icelanders and Green- 
landers organized to go to 
Leifsbudir. It is her tenacity and 
foresight that allows them to sur- 
vive the harsh winters. Although 
Freydis and her crew are content 
with the lumber and goods they 
acquired in Leifsbudir, a group of 
Icelanders decide to make a break 
with Freydis’ new ship to search for 
the mystical Vinland. This sets the 
stage for a confrontation that would 
immortalize Freydis and Leifsbudir 
in the sagas of the many countries. 

In addition to researching the sa- 
gas, Clark also spent time examining 
accumulated evidence to try to pin- 
point Vinland’s location. To date 
scholars have still not agreed on a 
spot, although some put it as far 
south as Florida. After her years of 
research Clark is convinced that 
because of seasonal limitations on 
sailing the actual site of Vinland is 


somewhere on the south shore of | 


Nova Scotia. 

“Vinland is more than a place, 
it’s a state of mind; a utopia; an 
Eden; you can call it what you want. 
So | went to the Eden of my child- 
hood and used the poetry of 
Tennyson and Coleridge and trans- 
formed it. So | wound up writing 
about a place that does and does 
not exist.” 

The novel has yet to be released 
in Scandinavia, but Clark antici- 
pates that when it is Norwegians 
might be reluctant to embrace a 
Norse story written by a Canadian. 
“Even a thousand years later we're 
still as concerned with territory (be 
it cultural, intellectual or property) 
as they were. In all this time, hu- 
man beings really haven’t changed 
all that much.” S

A: if the ongoing saga of Peter 
Pocklington vs. the City hasn’t 
dragged on long enough, now 
there’s another fiasco that could 
take a while to settle. 

This one involves the current 
tenants of Chinook Theatre, a con- 
sortium that includes Rapid Fire 
Theatre, Union Theatre, Teatro La 
Quindicina, Shadow Theatre, and 
Three Dead Trolls in a Baggie. It is 


| possible that, as soon as sometime 


this month, the city could decide 
to bounce the current Chinook ten- 
ants. 

Before anything is decided, there 
is another deal to be done. The 
Chinook Theatre Society (CTS), 
former renter of the space and pro- 
ducer of the Fringe Festival, now 
shares the old Bus Barns with the 
farmers’ market, and has yet to fi- 
nalize a new lease agreement for 
that building. 

Once the Bus Barns lease is 


| completed, the city’s understand- 


ing is that the old Chinook 
building, where the consortium 
is housed in a sub-lease agree- 
ment, would then be turned back 
over to them. According to city 
policy, the building must then be 
leased at fair market value. The 
options aresthe consortium pays 
$72,000 a year for the space (up 
from $22,000), which would not 
be possible; city council gives the 
consortium a deal; or, the space 
would be rented to the highest 
bidder, and become, say, a café or 
restaurant. 

Ald. Michael Phair, a declared 
supporter of the consortium, says 
the matter will probably follow a 
similar path as the Oilers deal. It 
will be delayed for at least six 
months while the two groups ne- 
gotiate and work out the details. 
Phair is careful to point out that, 
while that is his prediction, it is 
only guesswork, and his guess is as 
good as any. 

One glitch is that neither Phair 
or Ald. Tooker Gomberg (the other

Chinook a theatre. Ticket prices 
are probably the most reasonable 
in town (from $5-$15), which 
makes the consortium accessible 
to a wider range of people. Teatro 
La Quindicina has recently been 
nominated for a Dora Award — for 
a show it did in Toronto.

Market value rents for the area 
are higher because of theatre.

Call it the Alberta Recording Indus- 
tries Association’s version of 
kangaroo court. At the eighth annu- 
al awards show at the Crowne Plaza 
Holiday Inn May 29, the ARIA elec- 
torate not only ran the old boys club 
out of town, it ambushed them, 
strung them up, and planted them 
before sunset. 

After the hangings, it was Jann 
Arden who wound up with seven 
awards under her gun belt. Arden, 
who won two Junos earlier this year 
on the strength of her gold record 
Time For Mercy, scored trophies for 
female artist, most promising artist, 
best pop/rock artist, songwriter, vid- 
eo, album and single (“I Would Die 
For You”). 

Unfortunately, a video shoot in 
Ontario prevented Arden from at- 
tending the ceremonies. In accepting 
one of the awards on her behalf, 
record retail magnate Sam Snider- 
man (of Sam the Record Man) said, 
“This is one artist that is making it 
possible for Canadian artists to make 
it around the world.” 

However, the Calgary-based sing- 
er could not snare the People’s 
Choice Award, which was lapped up 
by folk-rock group Feeding Like 
Butterflies, courtesy of an iron grip 
on a huge Edmonton fan base. 





“This is a pretty special award,” said | 





bandleaderJason Johnson. “I'm kind 
of happy about it.” The band also 
won in the best alternative and al- 
bum design categories. 

The onslaught against previous 
winners didn’tstop there. Stony Plain 
recording artists Ian Tyson (male 
artist), Cindy Church (country art- 
ist), Amos Garrett (blues/R&B/soul) 
and Jr. Gone Wild (rock/heavy met- 
al) drove some daggers. The label 
also won for best record company 
and best publishing company. And 
then the Great Western Orchestra 
won for group artist and best roots/ 
traditional/ethnic. 

The victims of the massacre? Why 
none other than the rosters of labels 
like Royalty Records and DMT, which 
had almost monopolized awards 
shows past— despite occasional coun- 
try radio airplay and almost zero 
rack presence in local record stores. 
For the first time in recent memory, 
not One artist on either label swag- 
gered home with an award. Lastyear’s 
People’s Choice winner Kidd Coun- 
try? Zip. Multiple winner Greg Paul? 
Zero. Lorilee Brooks? Zilch. The 
once-ubiquitous R. Harlan Smith, 
singer and owner of Royalty Records? 
He wasn'teven nominated, although 
his company was. Only Gerry Dere, 
who operates from the basement of 
DMT’s bungalow establishment, 
emerged unscathed with an engi- 
neer plaque in his grasp. 








Equally morbid was the awards 
show itself, which had all the turgid 
charm of a ball-bearing convention. 
Many of the winners (and a few of 
the presenters) were absent that 
night, which only added to the awk- 
wardness of the proceedings. An 
audio feed containing a pre-record- 
ed acceptance speech by Tommy 
Banks, who received an award of 
distinction, was unceremoniously 
cut off. Stiff performances by Anna 
Beaumont and Mike Shields added 
to the cadaverous nature of the af- 
fair. It took the energy of showcasers 
Feeding Like Butterflies and Crystal 
Plamondon and a cameo appearance 
by a native dancer to ward off the 
paramedics. 

Other winners that night included 
CKUA Radio (award of excellence), 
Dave Mockford (producer), Sundae 
Sound (recording studio), Hendrix 
Tribute (compilation album), Gord 
McCrostie (music score), Mitchell En- 
tertainment (booking agent), Meil 
MacGonigill and Rudi LaValley (man- 
agers), Mike Lent (musician) and 
Hammerhead Consort (classical). 

Most of the winners weré deter- 
mined by individuals possessing a $20 
annual ARIA membership, while the 
People’s Choice Award was voted on 
by the public at large. The video, 
engineer and producer awards were 
selected by industry panellists ~*t- 
side the province.

Brian Setzer is back. The vivacious 
guitarist and lead singer from the 
mega-successful ‘80s band, the Stray 
Cats, has a new band and different 
music. This time it’s the big sound of 
the Brian Setzer. Orchestra. 

What set the Stray Cats apart 
from corporate rock bands of the 
last decade was the idea of offering 
rockabilly in pop style. Listeners 
hungering for something new ate it 
up, but the novelty would wear off, 
the band’s releases would be less 
successful, Brian Setzer would 
record solo twice. And then one 
day Setzer was in his back yard... 

While Setzer was hanging out in 
the Los Angeles sunshine in the 
summer of 1992, his neighbor and 
a group of horn players were jam- 
ming. One of the musicians invited 
Brian over to play, and by the end of 
the night, he‘d decided he would 
start putting a big band together and 
gig around Southern California. 

That was the beginning of The 
Brian Setzer Orchestra. The music 
may be different from what he was 
doing before, but Setzer sees vivid 
parallels between his new project 
and his journey with the Stray Cats. 

“There are many similarities and 
there are many of the same obsta- 
cles,” he said from L.A. “For 
example, radio doesn’t wantto play 
it because it’s weird to them. With 
the Stray Cats we went on the road 
and sold out shows and people 
loved it. That’s happening now as 
well. It’s impossible to predict 
whether the band will be as suc- 


































cessful as the Stray Cats but | ido see 
things going the same way.” 

Way back when the Brian Setzer 
style was being moulded, Setzer 
spent time at jazz clubs in Manhat- 
tan absorbing big band sounds that 
would lay the foundation for his 
present endeavor, The big band 
inspirations made sense to Setzer 
because of big band’s foster parent- 
ing of the rockabilly sound. But 
Setzer’s desire to merge big band 
and rockabilly with his own unique 
twist didn’t happen as fast as the 
love for big band music did. All that 
was needed was time. 

“You have to grow into something 
like this,” he said. “It’s notlike putting 
together a rock band. This involves 
so much. It’s a huge project.” 

The Brian Setzer Orchestra’s self- 
titled CD is a blend of Setzer | 
originals and songs previously done | 
by Nat King Cole, Etta James, and | 
Carl Perkins, There’s even a cover | 
the classic “Route 66”.

DJ Locks Garant goes smooth at the Dance Factory

t was about 15 years ago today way 

down in Chicago, a bunch of fellas 
made a new kind of music and they 
decided to call it House. And the 
rule was house music all night long. 

House music is dance music, a 
metallurgical offspring of '70s soul. 
Basically, four-on-the-floor percus- 
sion, bassline samples, and/or vocals 
as a formula underlying house had a 
catalytic effect worldwide. Starting 
with the sound of New York Garage 
and Chicago House in the early 80s, 
DJs and producers played with 
rhythms, samples, technology, rpms 
bringing on an underground revolu- 
tion of sound. With new labels, 
basement studios, pirate radio, new 
wordage, moving secret venues. 

Technological explorations led to 
different treks of sound within exist- 
ing schools: house, techno, garage, 
hiphop, raves, hardcore, tribal, acid 
jazz, trance, pop house, deep house. 
Now, advocates of this relatively new 
sound exist across the globe. 

One of the best house music DJs 
the city has ever heard is Locks Ga- 
rant who plays every Saturday at the 
Dance Factory. I arranged to meet 
him at the Factory to discuss the 
workings of the house music indus- 
try from the perspective of highly 
focused spirited talented DJ and 
house aficionado. 


Q: So what got you started 
deejaying? 

A: One of the turning points where 
I really saw the power of it was when 
I went to New york and heard the 
late Larry Levine at Paradise Garage, 
the first real club I went to. The 
other one was when David Morales 


—__came to Toronto. That really inspired 


me to getinto it. [sensed the control 
that the DJ has and the response of 
the people from the records indus- 
try just to hear guys who are that 
skilled play it. Another guy is Tony 
Humphries who used to play at the 
Zanzibar in New York, New Jersey. 
And of course Frankie Knuckles. I 
guess you could say those are the 
guys who influenced me. I heard 
Junior Vasquez a few times and that 
reinforced it. I think he’s definitely 
one of the top three in the world. 

Q: Could you give a definition of 
what you are doing? 

A: DJ is the person in a night club 
setting. DJ’s pretty much what makes 
the place in terms of what records 
he’s playing and how he’s playing it. 
He creates a definite feeling for the 
crowd. You can control and influ-

Those hoping for a return to Sonic Youth's 
short-lived flirtation with hooks will find 
an hour's worth of disappointment as the 
not-so-merry troupe moves away from 
the tinsely trappings of show biz back to 
infinitely more familiar turf, once again 
dancing knee deep in their patented me- 
lange of hypno therapy lyrics, rampant 
guitar torture and multicolored electronic 
noises. The experiment was to see how 
close to the edge of music the band could 
come without crossing over into the 
dreaded “sell-out zone” — you know, 
where “Kool Thing” accidentally became 
Top Ten. Or so it would seem, as this long 
titled album's abrasive indulgence almost 
brands the relatively pop-sounding Goo as 
the clean cut outcast among the band’s 
entire output. Hell, by comparison, even 
last year’s grungy single, “100%” (from 
Dirty) sounds like it was co-written by Mac 
Davis. 

For those who care about this sort of 
thing, bassist Kim Gordon spends a lot 
more time on the microphone this time 
out, but whoever's singing, miles of (yawn) 
esoteric lyrics spin the way you know 
spaghetti would if McDonald's started sell- 
ing it. Sometimes this spaghetti, she sticks 
to the wall, but most of the time you just 
end up with a huge ball of starchy strands 
in the corner of the kitchen, threatening to 
choke your kitty. Coming from Sonic Youth, 
this kind of “musical statement” is getting 
so repetitive that this time it’s distinctly 
difficult to get excited about it; the sensa- 
tion is rather a lot like going to the same 
old camp yet again this summer but, gosh 
darn it, if everything isn’t coated with 
brand new paint.

The Mansa of Mali:

For those of you who can’t get enough of 
world music, particularly of the African 
variety, here Comes another must for your 
ever-growing collections.

This is a pure music album, perfect for 
parties, quiet téte-d-tétes, dinner eve- 
nings or to drown out obnoxious drivers 
who feel compelled to inflict their bad 
tastes on all within earshot.

Elgar: Violin Concerto 
(Virgin Classics) 


Take one of the previous generation’s 
greatest violinists, who has becomea noted 
conductor, put him together with one of 
this generation’s emerging great players, 
and one of the most challenging concertos, 
and the combination should be hard to 
beat, right? 

That’s what Virgin Classics hopes, as Sir 
Yehudi Menuhin conducts the Royal 
Philharmonic, while Russian wunderkind 
Dmitri Sitkovetsky takes the solo role in 
Edward Elgar’s post-Romantic and sweep- 
ingly emotional Violin Concerto. It was 
Menuhin himself who, as a young star, and 
under Elgar’s watchful eye, had made what 
everyone considered to be the first defini- 
tive recording of the work in 1932. 

Asaconductor, Menuhin makes a strong 
case to still being an inspired Elgar per- 
former. The Royal Phil's sound is quite 
touching, the tempos are perfectly suited 
to this emotional work. It is Sitkovetsky, 
then, who leaves what room there is for 
complaint. 

An extraordinarily talented player 
technically, Sitkovetsky weaves in and out of 
the passion of this piece. In the final moments 
of the second movement, for example, he 
shines, wringing a (for him) rare eloquence 
from his instrument. At other times, while 
his notes and tone are all there, the feeling 
too often is not. With Nigel Kennedy's 
extraordinary turn at this work now at mid- 
price, competition remains too fierce to 
recommend Sitkovetsky’s, the moreso as it 
is full price.
